
Parking chaos sparks safety 
concerns as schools go back

THOUSANDS of 
Dorset children are back 
at school this week - 
bringing with them the 
persistent problems of 
poor and often illegal 
parking in and around 
residential roads. 

On the first day back 
roads were clogged, 


parking on pavements 
was common - even zig¬ 
zag lines by school 
crossings were ignored. 

At Westfield School in 
Weymouth there were 


queues in and out of the 
site, much of it caused 
by cars on double yellow 
lines; at Bincombe Val¬ 
ley what was supposed 
to be a turning circle was 


turned into a car park 
and outside Dorchester 
Middle School and 
nearby Thomas Hardye 
School cars were also on 
pavements and zig zag 
lines. 

At Radipole, as lol¬ 
lipop man Gordan cele¬ 
brated his 80th birthday 
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with a cake and best 
wishes from pupils, par¬ 
ents had blocked the lane 
with poor parking - caus¬ 
ing a 10-minute delay for 
some trying to use the 
through route. 

Dorset schools cam¬ 
paigner and former Of- 
sted Inspector Margaret 
Morrissey, from Dorch¬ 
ester, says the fact that 
nothing ever seems to be 
done to tackle the prob¬ 
lem is deplorable - and a 
danger to children. 

“This is an issue I have 
worked on for more than 
20 years - an issue which 
gets more difficult every 
year. It’s very hard to re¬ 
solve with schools which 
were built before most 
families would ever have 
had a car.” 

She points out that even 
the simplest measures 
have not been taken by 
councils in some areas - 
few Dorset schools have 
a 20mph zone, or traffic 
calming, and even where 
they exist the Police 
rarely take enforcement 
action. 

View from Dorchester 
witnessed two mothers, 
in the space of less than 
five minutes, pull up on 
zig zag lines outside 
Dorchester Middle 
School in Coburg Road 
to drop their children. 
One then stayed, block¬ 
ing one of the school 
gates, while she used her 
phone. 

Mrs Morrissey also ac¬ 
cuses the county council 


of missing opportunities 
to make improvements 
citing the school now 
being built at Poundbury 
to replace Darners Road 
School, where many ob¬ 
jectors at the planning 
stage pointed to the lack 
of suitable parking. 

There are also likely to 
be problems at another 
Dorchester school, St 
Osmund’s Middle, 
where a planned exten¬ 
sion has been criticised 
by neighbours and par¬ 
ents . Residents in 
Barnes Way point out 
that despite a planned 
increase in pupils from 
600 to 720 - there are no 
proposals at all for addi¬ 
tional parking spaces. 


Many have logged for¬ 
mal objections. 

A spokesman for the 
county council admitted 
there were no plans for 
additional parking 
adding: “The Highways 
Authority have been 
consulted on the propos¬ 
als and have not raised 
an objection subject to 
all reference to the 
pedestrian crossing 
being removed and the 
provision of a revised 
Travel Plan being sub¬ 
mitted.” 

Mrs Morrissey, 

founder of the Parents 
Out Loud group, says 
she does appreciate the 
difficulties, but says 
more thought ought to 


be given at each school 
to pupil safety. 

She said: “We have to 
be realistic. Parents do 
drive to school and it is 
often decided by 
weather; other small 
children in the family, 
and those parents who 
need to get to work im¬ 
mediately after leaving 
their children in school.” 

The county council 
say they will react to 
safety concerns where 
issues are raised by the 
school, or parents, and 
say they do their best to 
stick to the guidelines of 
the Safer Routes to 
School initiative and in¬ 
dividual school Travel 
Plans.

• HOW did you and Neville come to run the 
Hunter's Lodge? 

Neville has been in catering all his life after starting 
out in The Alexandra Hotel when he was just 16. He 
built up his experience in a number of local hotels and 
restaurants before being offered the chance to man¬ 
age the Cobb Arms in 2011. At this time our children 
were both very young so I didn't play a role in the pub. 
However, when the opportunity arose to move to the 
Hunter's Lodge in 2013 we decided to take the chal¬ 
lenge. 

• WHAT do you enjoy about running the pub and 
restaurant? 

I had no previous experience at all of working in a pub 
or restaurant and I never realised the commitment it 
would entail; I don't know anyone with a life quite like 
ours - because it is a way of life as opposed to a job. 
But I love people and I love talking! No two days are 
the same; you never know who is going to step 
through the door and that's what makes it so interest¬ 
ing. 

The most satisfying part of our life here is the feed¬ 
back we get from customers; We have worked really 
hard over our 13 years here to improve our business 
and, ultimately, to try to ensure everyone who steps 
inside has a great experience. 

• WHAT does your role with Lyme Regis Pan¬ 
tomime Society entail? 

I am the producer/director of Lyme Regis Pantomime 
Society and I also share the choreography with my 
friend (and chairperson) Amanda Rattenbury.There is 
a huge amount of work that goes into staging each 
show, and also fundraising throughout the year to be 
able to afford those special touches which make it just 
a little bit better, such as pyrotechnics and great 
sound and lighting. 

We are fortunate enough to have an amazing team 
of enthusiastic committee, members and volunteers. 
My role basically involves bringing all these people 
and ideas together to work effectively, thus ensuring 
we are able to bring a top quality amateur show to au¬ 
diences in our little Theatre by the Sea. 

• NEXT year's panto is "Robinson Crusoe" - what 
can the audience expect from this production? 
The panto is a fast-paced, swashbuckling adventure 
which sees our hero, Robinson, take to the high seas 


in search of treasure which his father buried on a dis¬ 
tant Island some 20 years previously. He battles 
storms, evil forces and pirates to eventually find his 
fortune and return home to wed his sweetheart 
Kathie. It features all the slapstick and comedy and 
you would expect from a traditional panto, not forget¬ 
ting the characters we all love such as the charismatic 
panto dame and the loveable village idiot. 

• IS there still time to get involved? 

Yes! Although auditions for main characters took 
place yesterday we are still really keen to welcome 
new members to our Chorus; I always maintain the 
chorus is a great place to start if you have never taken 
part in a show before but would like to try. 
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The support of the other people in the chorus gives 
you confidence and you get to enjoy the thrill of per¬ 
forming without the worry about having to remember 
lines or sing on your own! 

We are also always keen to hear from people who 
would be interested in helping backstage, or with the 
building of set/scenery. Palmers Brewery have been 
kind enough in the past few years to allow Micheala 
Demkiw, Lorraine Knowles and I to use the empty skit¬ 
tle alley at the Angel Inn to paint our scenery in 
through the winter months. However, with plans for 
regeneration on the cards there, we are not sure how 
much longer we are able to use it so we are seeking 
somewhere dry, and preferably with electricity where 
we could paint - we'd love to hear from anyone who 
would help us. 

• WHAT do you enjoy about being part of the pan¬ 
tomime society? 

I love that fact that whilst, ultimately, we are all work¬ 
ing to put on the best amateur show we possibly can, 
rehearsals are relaxed and fun; let's face it, we all have 
busy, stressful lives and this is something we choose 
to do in our spare time, to take our minds off these 
pressures just for a while. I have been fortunate 
enough to make some wonderful friends, and I truly 
feel that we are just one big, happy panto family 

• ARE you a member of any other local groups? 

I am proud to be a member of the Lyme Regis Musical 
Theatre group. I joined in 2015 when they were stag¬ 
ing "Evita" as I was bored after panto finished. Al¬ 
though I was slightly nervous about joining, I was 
made to feel so welcome by the existing members, 
and I have made some great friends here as well. I ab¬ 
solutely loved playing Mary Patrick in their production 
of "Sister Act" in May and I am looking forward to tak¬ 
ing part in "Thoroughly Modern Millie" next year. 

Most recently I joined the musical theatre group in 
Bridport after I watched my son Harvey, who took part 
in "West Side Story" with them last year, and was 
blown away by the acting, singing and general pro¬ 
fessionalism of the production. I played a small part 
in their production of "Crazy For You" a couple of 
weeks ago, which was a fabulous experience with a 
standing ovation on the first night! 

• DO you have any other hobbies? 

I like to try and keep fit - I enjoy Zumba, Fitsteps and 
line dancing, as well as pilates. I also love cooking. I 
am hoping that now both our boys are grown up that 
I might try and slow down a bit and find time to relax

• WHAT do you like about the local area? 

I feel very fortunate to have spent my childhood in 
Lyme Regis. I have to remind myself sometimes how 
lucky we all are; Nev and I don't get away often, but 
whenever we have, we can't help comparing other 
places to Lyme - and nowhere has ever really come 
close.

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Police 
make 
arrest 
after four 
injured 
in crash 

A MAN has been ar¬ 
rested in connection 
with a serious injury 
collision in Weymouth. 

The 19-year-old local 
man was arrested on 
suspicion of driving of¬ 
fences and has been re¬ 
leased on police bail 
pending further en¬ 
quiries until mid-Octo¬ 
ber 2016. 

Police were called at 
around 8.30pm on Sun¬ 
day, September 4th to 
reports of a serious in¬ 
jury collision between a 
black BMW 320 and a 
black Volkswagen Golf 
in Preston Beach Road. 

A 17-year-old girl, be¬ 
lieved to be the front 
seat passenger in the 
BMW, was cut out of 
the vehicle by the fire 
service and air lifted to 
Southampton Hospital 
for treatment with seri¬ 
ous life-threatening in¬ 
juries. 

The 19-year-old male 
driver and 17-year-old 
male rear seat passen¬ 
ger of the BMW suf¬ 
fered minor injuries and 
were taken to Dorset 
County Hospital for 
treatment.

POLICE officers inves¬ 
tigating a theft of lead 
from a school on Port¬ 
land are asking wit¬ 
nesses and anyone with 
information to come 
forward. 

During an inspection 
of Brackenbury Infants 
School on Three Yards 
Close on Monday, Au¬ 
gust 22nd, it was dis¬ 
covered that half of the 
lead of one of the roofs 
had been stolen, with 
the remaining amount 
cut up ready to be taken 
away. 

It is unknown when 
this theft happened, al¬ 
though it is thought it 
occured sometime in 
August.

“We have information to suggest that McClay was 
in the Bournemouth area until Saturday, September 
3rd. 

“While we have no information that Jordan presents 
a direct risk to the public, anyone who sees Jordan 
should not approach him but immediately contact 
Dorset Police on 999.” 

McClay is described as white, of medium build, five 
feet seven inches tall and with short dark brown hair 
and a tattoo on his neck and arms. 

Detective Superintendent Naughton continued: “I’d 
like to assure members of the public that officers are 
making every effort to find this man as soon as pos¬ 
sible.”

Petition launched 
to end badger culls 


THE Dorset Wildlife Trust (DWT) is supporting 
an online petition initiated by The Wildlife Trusts’ 
President Emeritus, Simon King OBE, calling for 
the withdrawal of Government licenses to cull bad¬ 
gers, particularly in Dorset. 

This follows the recent announcement that fur¬ 
ther culls have been given the go ahead in parts of 
Cornwall, Gloucestershire, Herefordshire, Devon, 
Somerset and Dorset. 

The trust says that badger culling is a deeply 
flawed method for controlling the spread of bovine 
tuberculosis disease in cattle. 

The charity, which has its own herd of cattle in 
West Dorset, believes that alternative methods, 
such as badger vaccination in the short-term, im¬ 
plementing effective bio-security on farms, and in 
the long-term vaccinating cattle, are more viable 
alternatives to culling badgers. 

DWT Chief Executive, Dr Simon Cripps said: 
“As owners of livestock ourselves, we have every 
sympathy with farmers who lose cattle as a result 
of bovine tuberculosis, however culling badgers is 
not the way to solve this problem and the Govern¬ 
ment know it. 

“Dorset’s wildlife and our county’s farmers are 
both too important for Government to be issuing 
this wrong and ill-conceived advice, and so de¬ 
serve better. Not only is the Government not giv¬ 
ing advice based on sound, credible science, they 
are building up expectations that this could succeed 
and causing serious divisions within communi¬ 
ties.” 

Dr Cripp continued: “Through the petition we are 
calling on the Government to stick to evidence- 
based decisions, to stop wasting public money on 
something that performs no public service, and to 
give genuine support to the farming industry and 
wildlife by implementing a cattle vaccine and as¬ 
sociated trade agreements just as other countries 
have done. There is overwhelming support from 
rural and urban communities for stopping this cull 
and the bad advice that needlessly perpetuates it.” 

However, Farming minister George Eustice has 
said the cull is delivering results. 

He said: “Our comprehensive strategy to eradi¬ 
cate bovine TB in England is delivering results, 
with more than half the country on track to be free 
of the disease by the end of this parliament. 

“Bovine TB has a devastating impact on farms, 
which is why we are taking strong action to eradi¬ 
cate this disease, including tighter cattle controls,

improved biosecurity and badger control measures 
in areas where the disease is rife. 

“The veterinary advice and the experience of 
other countries is clear - we will not be able to 
eradicate this disease unless we also tackle the 
reservoir of the disease in the badger population as 
well as cattle.” 

The Department for Environment, Food and 
Rural Affairs reports that bovine TB costs taxpay¬ 
ers £100million every year and England has the 
highest incidence of the disease in Europe. 

It states that in 2015 alone, more than 28,000 cat¬ 
tle had to be slaughtered in England to control the 
disease, causing devastation and distress for farm¬ 
ers and rural communities. 

Nigel Gibbens, the UK’s chief veterinary officer, 
said: “Action to prevent infection of cattle from 
significant reservoirs of TB infection in local bad¬ 
ger populations is an essential part of the govern¬ 
ment’s 25-year strategy to eradicate bovine TB in 
England. 

“Proactive badger control is currently the best 
available option and the licensing of further areas 
is necessary to realise disease control benefits at 
regional rather than at local levels.”

More than 26 per cent of customers in the Su¬ 
perfast Dorset area have already chosen to take- 
up the service, triggering a "Gainshare" award 
under the terms of the contract with BT to be used 
to further extend the fibre roll-out. 

More than 800 premises in 31 areas have just 
been added to the Superfast Dorset roll-out plans 
for next year as a result of the high take up and ef¬ 
ficiencies in delivery, which together are worth 
more than £1 million. 

Areas wich are set to benefit include Kim- 
meridge, Moreton, Sydling St Nicholas, Up Cerne 
and Minterne Magna. 

Dorset County Council Cabinet Member for 
Economy and Growth, Colin Jamieson, said: 
"Under its initial contract with BT the Superfast 
Dorset programme receives a refund if take-up 
reaches a certain point. As this has been achieved, 
the money will be used to extend the network to 
areas previously outside the planned coverage 
area, which is great news. 


"Investing public money in fibre broadband 
helps sustain our rural communities and maintains 
Dorset's competitive edge as a business destina¬ 
tion. It also allows homeowners to do things that 
need a faster internet connection like accessing 
skills and learning, entertainment and other social 
connections." 

Grant Munn, BT programme manager for Super¬ 
fast Dorset, said:"The Superfast Dorset pro¬ 
gramme is going from strength to strength. We 
are seeing strong take-up of fibre broadband 
across the county and this is helping us reach 
even more communities. 

"BT is committed to rolling out this transforma¬ 
tional technology as far as possible. Fibre broad¬ 
band offers tremendous opportunities whether 
you are a local business seeking to attract new 
customers and work more efficiently, a student 
carrying out online research or a household using 
the technology for entertainment and social 
media purposes."

Lauren Eyles, MCS beachwatch 
manager, said: “We are really keen 
to see more volunteers out on 
Dorset beaches in 2016 and we 
would like to see more beaches in 
the county being cleaned too. 

“Last year, our volunteers col¬ 
lected more than 4,000 items of 
litter from just nine beaches. 

“With the country relying heav¬ 
ily on tourism, it is vital that 
beaches are litter free to ensure 
visitors return again and again to 
its many beautiful coastal areas. 

“We would love to see people 
heading to the Dorset coastline 
and helping clean up the county’s 
beaches. 

“Last year nine beaches were 
cleaned in Dorset and we would 
like that figure to rise in 2016, so 
please get in touch if you fancy ei¬ 
ther running a beach clean or help¬ 
ing at one.” 


Natalie Poulter, from Litter Free 
Coast and Sea, says that Dorset’s 
communities previously had a 
great track record for getting in¬ 
volved in taking care of the 
county’s beaches. 

She said: “In April more than 
800 people took part in the Great 
Dorset Beach Clean and we would 
love even more to join in this 
September for the Great British

“We are working with partner or¬ 
ganisations and community 
groups to cover as many beaches 
as possible, so there are plenty of 
options to find a beach near you. 

“There is always room to add 
more though, so anyone wanting 
to run a beach clean on site not 
currently listed should go to the 
MCS to register a new event.”

Record breaking show draws

RECORD breaking ex¬ 
hibit numbers gave 
Dorset County Show 
visitors plenty to see 
over the weekend - with 
crowds returning on 
Sunday after torrential 
rain meant an early exit 
for many on Saturday. 

The show took on a 
slightly different shape 
this year, with a reorgan¬ 
isation of the ground and 
a new artisan shopping 
tent. 

The homecraft and 
horticultural tents 
showed off an impres¬ 


sive array of local talent. 

Another likely record- 
breaker was what is be¬ 
lieved to be the first time 
monkey nuts have been 
entered in a UK agricul¬ 
tural show. Keen allot¬ 
ment owner Richard 
Field and his daughter 
Bethany, from Poole, en¬ 
tered their nuts for the 
show’s “Any Other Veg¬ 
etables” section. The 
monkey nuts have been 


grown in potting com¬ 
post, at 70f, for three 
months in their allotment 
poly-tunnel. The nuts 
were allowed entry be¬ 
cause they’re part of the 
pea family. 

Chairman of the horti¬ 
culture section, Robin 
Pitcher said: “I can con¬ 
firm that this is a first for 
the Dorset County Show, 
we’ve never had any¬ 
thing as unusual as this.” 



Among the many ani¬ 
mals at this year's show, 
the heavy horses were a 
big attraction. 

Randy Hiscock from 
Shaftesbury demon¬ 
strated the traditional 
way to dress a horse’s 
tail using straw: “We’re 
taking the long tail up 
and we tie it back. Back 
in the 18th century they 
used this technique to 
show off the hind quar¬ 
ters in order to sell the 
horses. Sixty per cent of 
the power of the horse 
comes from the rear end, 
and so it is showing off 
the engine of the horse to 
the perspective buyer,” 
he said. 

Sadly rabbit fans were 
left disappointed as the 
rabbit tent was missing 
the furry friends due to 


the spread of the RHD2 
virus, which is deadly to 
the creatures and has 
been recorded less than 
50 miles away. The dis¬ 
ease can be transferred 
by dogs and humans and 
so it was decided to keep 
the rabbits away from 
the show this year. 

Dorset County Show 
Vice Chairman Rebecca 
Hill said: “We’ve had a 
really successful show. 
We worked really hard 
with the shopping this 
year. We moved it from 
the top of the hill, as 
some people found it 
harder to get up to the 
top, and we’ve created a 
new artisan tent. The 
heavy horse section has 
been great and we’ve 
had very positive feed¬ 
back.”

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Extra trips for Southill 
community bus 

DORSET County Council is extending its com¬ 
munity bus service between Southill and Wey¬ 
mouth town centre. 

The enhanced CB2 service started on Monday 
September 5th with additional journeys in the 
middle of the day. 

This will fill the gap left by the South West 
Coaches service 215, which has ended as a re¬ 
sult of the county council's need to save £1.5m 
on subsidised public transport.The council will 
use its existing vehicle and driver for the ex¬ 
tended CB2 timetable. 

The service runs between Field Barn Drive in 
Southill and Weymouth town centre, stopping 
at Morrisons and Asda supermarkets. 

Adult single fares cost between £1 and £2, 
while concessionary bus passes are valid for 
free travel on all trips. Children under five travel 
free, while there are reduced fares for those be¬ 
tween six and 16. 

The bus already provides travel to work and 
training, leaving Southill at 8am and returning 
from Weymouth at 5.30pm. 

The extra buses will leave Southill at 11am 
and 2pm and return from Weymouth at 
11.35am and 2.35pm. 

Onward travel to Dorchester and Portland is 
also available by connecting with First's service 
10 to Dorchester or service 1 to Portland. 

Cllr David Harris, county councillor for West- 
ham, said: 

"The Southill community bus is a valuable ser¬ 
vice for local people. With these newly added 
journeys, people will continue to be able to use 
it for shopping and leisure trips as well as to get 
to work, school and college. Although it will 
mean a change in pattern for the regular users, 
I hope residents will find it helpful." 


Ground floor car park spaces 
for those who need them most 


A MAJOR improve¬ 
ment in parking facili¬ 
ties for vulnerable 
people has been made in 
Weymouth. 

Britannia Parking, 
which runs the town’s 
multi-storey car park on 
Commercial Road, has 
adapted some of its 
most convenient bays to 
provide extra parking 
help for customers who 
need it most. 

Manager John Lewis 
said: “We became 

aware that some of our 
customers such as dis¬ 
abled people and par¬ 
ents with young 
children needed more 
help. 

“So we surveyed the 
facility and identified 
eight extra spaces - all 
conveniently on the 
ground floor - which 
have now been con¬ 
verted solely for their 
use. 

“Four are now signed 
for disabled use only 
and four are signed 
specifically for parents 
with young children. 

“Such people already 


have enough problems. 
Parking on upper levels 
does require more effort 
from them, so by offer¬ 
ing them these ground 
floor facilities we are 
helping make their lives 
a little easier.” 

The multi-storey 
holds 469 spaces and 
the new facilities for 
special groups nearly 


doubles the number of 
spaces for disabled peo¬ 
ple and parents with 
young children. 

Weymouth and Port¬ 
land community safety 
spokesman Councillor 
Francis Drake wel¬ 
comed the multi-storey 
upgrade and said: 
“Safety is always a 
major consideration for 


disabled people and 
parents coming in to 
town with young chil¬ 
dren to try and shop. 

“Having these extra 
facilities for them on 
the ground floor will be 
a welcome improve¬ 
ment and it is bound to 
encourage more such 
people to come in to 
Weymouth and shop.”

touching hearts, changing lives 
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Artist Martin calls it a day at gallery 


WEYMOUTH’S oldest and largest 
art gallery will close its doors for the 
final time on October 31st. 

Owner Martin Leighton is retiring, 
but when he talked to the View From 
Weymouth he revealed that he could¬ 
n’t have started out his working life 
in a more different profession. 

He said: “I used to make Torna¬ 
does, not the storms, but the power 
boats, and I served my apprentice¬ 
ship at the old Tod’s boatbuilding 
yard at Ferrybridge.” 

Martin spoke of his early years 
while relaxing in his gallery off 
Brewers Quay and said: “I was 
never an academic, but I always had 
a natural ability with wood. I passed 
my apprenticeship and left Wey¬ 
mouth in 1968 as a fully fledged 
cabinet maker and I went up to Le¬ 
icester to work in my wife to be 
Sue’s father’s joinery business. 

“I married Sue in 1971 and came 
back down to Weymouth in 1982 
where I worked as a builder and car¬ 
penter, later setting up my own busi¬ 
ness, which I ran until I began the 
gallery here in 2003. 

“I had started to paint when I got 
married and I realised I might be 
able to follow my dream of paying 
the bills with my artwork when I en¬ 
tered a major local painting compe¬ 
tition on Portland and won first, 
second and third prize! 

“The dream became a reality in 
2003 and for the next 14 years I 
built the gallery up to a point where

I had customers all over the world. 

“Now I’m 65 and, while I don’t 
plan on stopping my painting, I will 
welcome losing the seven-day com¬ 
mitment to the gallery and I plan on 
using the extra time to paint at my 
home studio and stage exhibitions 
as and when I want to.”

Autumn Safety Tips 

THERE'S nothing like the crisp, cool air and 
luscious foliage to get you excited for the 
changing seasons. But fall is also a time of 
lurking dangers for our furry friends.

Be Cautious of Rodenticides and Cold 
Weather Poisons: The use of rat and mouse 
poisons increase in the fall as rodents seek 
shelter from the cooler temperatures by at¬ 
tempting to move indoors. Rodenticides are 
highly toxic to pets and, if ingested, the re¬ 
sults could be fatal. 

Many people choose autumn as the time to 
change their car's engine coolant. Ethylene 
glycol-based coolants are highly toxic, so 
spills should be cleaned up immediately. 

Keep School Supplies Out of Paws' Reach: 
Autumn is back-to-school time, and those of 
you with young children know that means 
stocking up on items like glue sticks, pencils 
and magic markers. Although these items are 
considered low toxicity to pets, gastrointesti¬ 
nal upset and blockages can occur if in¬ 
gested. Be sure your children keep their 
school supplies out of your pet's reach. 

Steer Clear of Mushrooms: Autumn and 
spring are mushroom seasons. While 99% of 
mushrooms have little or no toxicity, the 1% 
that are highly toxic can cause life-threaten¬ 
ing problems in pets. Since most toxic mush¬ 
rooms are difficult to distinguish from 
nontoxic ones, the best way to prevent pets 
from ingesting these poisonous plants is to 
keep them away from areas where any mush¬ 
rooms are growing. 

Watch Out for Wildlife: Autumn is the sea¬ 
son when snakes are preparing for hiberna¬ 
tion, increasing the possibility of bites to 
those unlucky pets who find themselves in 
the wrong place at the wrong time. Pet par¬ 
ents should know what kinds of venomous 
snakes may be lurking in their environ¬ 
ment—and where those snakes are most 
likely to be found—so pets can be kept out 
of those areas.

AT the Climate Change conference in 
Paris in December 2015, Britain made 
a commitment to reduce its carbon 
dioxide emissions by 80% by 2050;

They are a great chance to get 
the facts and find inspiration on how 
to make a difference.This is the fourth 
year that this event has been organ¬ 
ised by Transition Town Bridport. 

Many of these are older homes (in¬ 
cluding one listed building) which 
have been retro-fitted with better in¬ 
sulation, solar panels and double- 


glazed windows. Others have been 
built in recent years to a higher stan¬ 
dard, and include using the Sun to 
heat the house passively, collecting 
rainwater, and efficient ventilation 
systems. Others still have focussed on 
building materials which emit less car¬ 
bon dioxide gas during their lifetime 
-for example two of these homes are 
built with straw bales, lime render and 
recycled paper insulation which all 
have low'embodied energy'. 

With several proposed develop¬ 
ments in Bridport, including 
Vearse farm and the area 
around St Michaels and the 
old coal works, there has been 
a demand for affordable 
housing. But a cheaply built 
house may be a false econ¬ 
omy, taking into account the 
running costs of building inef¬ 
ficient buildings, and the 
need for expensive retrofits 
further down the road. De¬ 
mand for low or zero energy 
homes is growing, and they 
do not cost much ore to build. 

Visitors to EcoHomes in pre¬ 
vious years have spoken 
about learning from other 
peoples' experience about 
what works and what doesn't. 


All the hosts are voluntarily opening 
their homes and their enthusiasm, 
knowledge and impartiality makes a 
powerful and inspiring experience for 
visitors. 

Along with the open homes are 
three talks on retro-fitting insulation, 
smarter living, and Bridport Co-hous¬ 
ing.

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15 SMART TIPS TO GET YOUR 
HOME READY FOR AUTUMN 


COOLER temperatures and pretty soon falling 
leaves serve as a reminder that the fall season is 
fast approaching. As the seasons change, so do 
our activities and home needs. Even though 
summer is not quite over yet, it's a good time to 
do some seasonal maintenance to keep your 
home running smoothly. The weather can 
change quickly, especially if you live in a colder 
climate and you don't want to be caught unpre¬ 
pared. A bit of attention now will save costly re¬ 
pairs and aggravation later. 

1. Check for drafts: Feel for drafts around the 
edges of windows and doors. A good tip is to use 
a lighted candle and if the flame flickers, there's 
most likely a draft. If necessary, replace seals and 
repair caulking around window and doorframes. 
Consider buying heavier or insulated drapery for 
especially drafty windows. 

2. Have your furnace inspected: Hire an HVAC 
professional to test for leaks, check heating effi¬ 
ciency, and change the filter. They can also do a 
carbon monoxide check to ensure air safety. It's 
also a good idea to stock up on extra air filters 
and change them every few months. 



3. Winterize air conditioning: If your home has 
central air conditioning, (and you live in a climate 
where you won't need it any longer,) it may be 
necessary to cover your outdoor unit for winter. 
If you use window air conditioning units, remove 
them or cover to prevent air leaks. 

4. Programmable thermostat: Buy a pro¬ 
grammable thermostat, if you don't have one. If 
you already have one, check the temperature 
settings. Setting your thermostat to lower the 
temperature automatically at night and when 
you're not home, can result in substantial cost 
savings. 

5. Test home safety devices: Replace the bat¬ 
teries in all smoke detectors and carbon monox¬ 
ide devices and test to make sure they're 
working properly. 

6. Clean humidifiers: Replace old filters and 
clean inside compartment. Vinegar is inexpen¬ 
sive and works well. 

7. Do a roof check: You should be able to do at 
least a visual inspection of the roof from the 
ground. Grab some binoculars to get a closer 
look or if you're able and can do so safely, climb 



on up for a better view. Look for missing, dam¬ 
aged, or loose shingles. If your roof is flat, you 
may need to remove leaves and debris. 

8. Check the chimney and fireplace: If you 
have a wood fireplace and use it often, have your 
chimney cleaned and inspected by a profes¬ 
sional. 

9. Stock up on firewood: Order enough fire¬ 
wood for the season. If you gather your own fire¬ 
wood, make sure it's dry and ready. It's best to 
cover firewood and store away from the house 
for safety reasons. 



10. Inspect siding: Check home exterior for 
cracks or holes. Repair them yourself or hire a 
professional. 

11. Clean the gutters: Hire a service to clear 
your gutters or do it yourself. Remove leaves, 
nests, and debris from gutters and check for 
leaks. 

12. Check water drainage: Rainwater down¬ 
spouts need to be clear of obstructions and di¬ 
rect water away from foundations, walkways, and 
driveways. Add extensions to downspouts if nec¬ 
essary. 

13. Inspect trees: Check for damaged limbs 
that may break or that are too close to power 
lines or the roof. 

14. Put away seasonal furniture: Clean and 
store seasonal outdoor furniture. Remove and 
clean cushions. Wash and dry furniture and store 
in a dry place over winter. 



15. Organise the shed: As your shed is filling 
up with summer items in storage it's a good time 
to organise and clean out the shed. Move sum¬ 
mer items to the back and winter stuff up front 
for better access. Also, remove any liquids that 
will freeze. 

As you're enjoying the last bits of summer, 
make sure that your home is prepared for the 
coming fall season. Preventative maintenance 
now will save money on expensive emergency 
repairs and wasted energy costs. Properly main¬ 
taining your home also enhances its value and 
appeal and is less effort than managing a crisis 
later. When the chilly weather approaches you 
and your home will be ready.

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Weymouth Matters 


A personal View by HARRY WALTON 



■THIS week's Growing Old Dis¬ 
gracefully looks at house deco¬ 
ration and how all those old 
pictures can be put to good 
use.

Twenty-six stone Aunt Ethel en¬ 
gulfing an eclair and nephew 
Max goosing the bridesmaids 
at a wedding will catch the eye 
and you might want to put up 
a few cats and dogs as well. 


Have your say on unitary authority proposals 


IT has been hailed as one of the most 
comprehensive shake-ups in local gov¬ 
ernment for a century, but will we both 
get what is right for Weymouth and Port¬ 
land and right for us? 

A huge consultation exercise is under¬ 
way asking everyone for their view on 
the future structure of local government 
in Dorset. 

Don’t dismiss this as boring and don’t 
file it in the bin because this is your 
chance to fight Weymouth and Portland’s 
corner and check the massive drain of 
cash and resources away to the east of 
the county and ensure Weymouth and 
Portland can survive in the format we 
would like. 

You have until October 25th when the 
consultation closes to make your views 
known on proposals which could scrap 
nine existing councils - including Wey¬ 
mouth and Portland - and replace them 
with two unitary councils. 

Full details are available on the Internet 
at www.reshapingyourcouncils.uk where 
the options are laid out for people to see. 

The first option is quite simple - retain 
all nine councils although this won’t save 
the huge sums of money needed to keep 
councils and services going. 


The favoured option involves creating 
new unitary councils but it is an option 
with several different faces. 

The first idea would see a large conur¬ 
bation created of Bournemouth, Poole, 
Christchurch and East Dorset clubbed to¬ 
gether with their county services and a 
second smaller group created of Wey¬ 
mouth and Portland, West Dorset, 
Purbeck and North Dorset and their 
county council services. 

The second idea is for a medium conur¬ 
bation of Bournemouth, Poole and 
Christchurch and their services provided 
by the county council together with a 
medium sized group of other councils in¬ 
cluding Weymouth and Portland, West 
Dorset, Purbeck, North Dorset and East 
Dorset which would be set up with the 
services the county council provides for 
them. 

Finally there is a third idea - and the 
most popular one - for a small conurba¬ 
tion of just Bournemouth and Poole to¬ 
gether with the setting up of a large 
group consisting of Weymouth and Port¬ 
land, West Dorset, Purbeck, North 
Dorset, East Dorset and Christchurch 
and the services they currently get from 
the county council. This option is the one 


favoured by many county councillors 
Bearing in mind the deep concerns in Wey¬ 
mouth and Portland about a bias towards the 
east of the county and the feeling we are 
“poor cousins” to the larger conurbations, it 
would seem logical to support whichever idea 
maintains our identity and which helps attract 
the largest amount of cash to ensure our ser¬ 
vices continue the way we want them to. 


WEYMOUTH is fighting back against the 
menace of gulls swooping down to grab peo¬ 
ple’s seafront food by asking everyone not to 
feed the birds because they are a health haz¬ 
ard. 

The warning is being put on stickers at¬ 
tached to food wrappers but, since very few 
gulls can read, it may not make a lot of dif¬ 
ference. 

It certainly won’t make much difference to 
the attitude of human beings who will buy 
their food, open the packet and extract their 
food before becoming distracted by the 
sticker. 

By the time they’ve digested the health haz¬ 
ard message the gulls will be digesting their 
snack! 


That is why attending one of the roadshows 
explaining the whole situation is so important 
since whatever idea is eventually chosen will 
influence our lives for decades to come. The 
next ones for Weymouth and Portland are this 
Saturday in Weymouth on September 10th 
from 10am-2pm outside Debenhams and on 
October 5th from 3pm-7pm at Tesco, Port¬ 
land. 


Only this week I relaxed with a seafront 
coffee and, in the time it took me to drink it, 
I saw several gull attacks. 

One left a little boy so frightened that he 
only agreed to go on eating his sandwich after 
his Dad leaned over him to provide a shield 
against another attack. 

By contrast, another attack delighted a 
group of teenagers who teased one of their 
number after half his fish and chips were 
wolfed down in a split second when he took 
his eye off the meal he was enjoying while 
sat on a seafront planter. 

The health warning stickers are definitely a 
nice idea but I can’t see it cutting much ice 
when stacked up against the predatory in¬ 
stincts of these seafront pirates of the air.

5 TIPS FOR AN EXTERIOR MAKEOVER 


1. If your home has a 
painted exterior, it 
won't stay looking 
good forever because the weather will take its 
toll. The easiest way to give the exterior a new 
look is to paint it a different colour, using a 
high-quality masonry paint. Even if you're 
happy with the existing colour, repainting it 
can work wonders. Discoloured, peeling and 
patchy paint isn't pretty or practical, and can 
lead to damage that's expensive to repair.

2. While you can rarely be as adventurous with 
the colours you use on the outside of your 
home as the inside, you don't necessarily have 
to stick to white, cream or magnolia. However, 
you do need to consider what will go with 
your neighbours' houses, if there any restric¬ 
tions (such as planning ones) on the colours 
you can use, and what suits the style and pe¬ 
riod of the building. 

3. Having the exterior of your home rendered 
can really smarten it up, even if it's just the 
front. Coloured renders are available, so if you 
find a colour you like, you won't need to paint 
the render, saving time, effort and money. 
With modern-looking properties, wooden 
cladding (or faux wooden cladding) can work 
well, especially on the front.

4. Another good way to improve the front of 
your home, especially if it's plain and lacking 
character, is to add a porch.The porch should, 
of course, be in keeping with the style of the 
building and needn't be elaborate - a small 


roof and something 
to hold up the roof 
may suffice. Chang¬ 
ing the windows and front door, or replacing 
an unsightly porch, can also make a big differ¬ 
ence to the look of your home. If it's a period 
property with ugly modern windows, for ex¬ 
ample, fitting period-style windows will trans¬ 
form the exterior, and interior, and probably 
make it warmer and quieter too. 

5. Before you start changing the exterior, find 
out if there are any restrictions on what you 
can and can't do. Listed buildings usually can't 
be altered without obtaining listed building 
consent from the local council, for example. If 
you live on 'designated land', which includes 
conservation areas, you may not be able to do 
what you want with your home's exterior, or 
you may need planning permission, especially 
if your home's permitted development rights 
have been removed. Click on the porch, exter¬ 
nal walls, windows, etc, on the Interactive 
House at www.planningportal.co.uk to find 
out more.

PRODUCTS OF THE WEEK 

The weather's nice at the moment, but this 
summer's been pretty rainy, making it hard to 
get exterior painting done, especially using 
slow-drying oil-based paints. However, Dulux 
Trade Weathershield Quick Dry Exterior Satin 
in Pure Brilliant White (£49.63 for 2.5ltr, B&Q) 
makes it possible to protect exterior wood¬ 
work and get a good finish in no time. It's 
water based and dries extremely quickly 
(often in minutes), so if you have to dodge 
showers, you can, but it still provides six years 
of protection against the elements and covers 
extremely well, unlike many water-based 
white wood paints. If you're painting previ¬ 
ously painted woodwork, use Dulux Trade 
Weathershield Quick Dry Exterior Undercoat 
(£45.63 for 2.5ltr, B&Q) first, which also dries 
quickly and covers really well. 

HOW-TO TIP 

A quick way to paint pebbledash is with a 
(deep-pile) roller, but you'll also have to go 
over it with a paintbrush to cover all the bits 
the roller has missed - you'll need to work the 
brush in well, so don't use a good one. If you 
just use a brush, you can cover all the peb¬ 
bledash in one go, but it will be time consum¬ 
ing. Painting brickwork is similar - the roller 
will cover the faces of the bricks, but the mor¬ 
tar between the bricks will usually have to be 
done with a paintbrush, so it will take a while.
